Becent Victory oF Citiiens 
Democratic League Seen as

On Sunday morning. Cemgress- 
man Hamilton, candidate for re- 
electlm to the D. 8. congress, 
"turned the fire on" Jos. T. Deal, 
as he, Is reported having threat- 
ened to do. In his privately owned 
Portsmouth Star. It may be a 
question of scnne Interest as to 
why Mr. Hamilton should think it 
would advance the Interest of his 
campaign to attack Mr. Deal, a 
private citizen, who holds no 
office of public trust nor is he 
seeking any. Thus far Mr. Deal 
has made no public utterance, pro 
or-^con. In the campaign. Indeed, 
In Mr. Hamiltcm's Campaign in 
1936, against Congressman Dar- 
den, Mr. Deal was neutral, taking 
no part either for or against any 
candidate, not even to cast a vote 
m the prhnary nor general elec- 
tion. It Irofes not follow, however, 
that Mr. Deal should pursue the 
same course in this campaign. He, 
like sOTie thirty thousand quali- 
fied voters of the second District, 
may exercise a choice as between 
the three candidates, surely Mr. 
JIamilton would nc^ deny to him 
this constitutional right. It Mr. 
Hamilton, the reputed owner of 
the Portsmouth Star, desires 
, through that medium, to "turn 
the fire on" all who may not sup- 
port him in this campaign, he will 
have some undertaking on his 
hands. 

Of course, Mr. Deal is affiliated 
with the Citizens Democratic lea- 
gue, he helped to organize it but 
does not control it; he is not the 
titular head of it, he is not even 
a member of any committee of 
the League; he offered no resolu- 
tion to be voted upon by the Lea- 
gue on the occasion which seems 
to have aioused in the brain of 
Mr. Hamilton the venom and 
spleen so manifest in the viscious 
attack appearing in his paper, but 
he, Mr. Deal, is in accord with 
the action of the League. 
League Changes Support 

There is a further fact of some 
interest incident to this attack 
by Mr. Hamilton's paper. Of those 
who organized the League Mr. 
Detd does not know of one other 
than himself, who did not support 
Mr. Hamilton in 1936. Last week 
an ovemrtielming majority voted 
for a r^luUon endorsing Mr.

Eighty-Three Non-Residents 
Alleged to Have Voted on 
Election Day; Mail Ballots 
Questioned 

Contesting the victory of Rus- 
sell Hatchett, victorious in the 
June 14 election, J. £. Woodhouse, 
Jr., yesterday brought suit 
through his attorneys, M. E. 
Woodhouse and James G. Martin, 
claiming that the seventy-nine 
vote margin of victory was 
brought about through violations 
of the election laws in a number 
of different ways. 

Setting forth twenty.two per- 
sohs voted by mail who were pres- 
ent at the Beach on the day of the 
election, the bill alleges that five 
names were counted twice and 
that three persons who sent in 
mail ballots for Mr. Woodhouse 
were not counted for him. 

A long list of persons, eighty- 
three in number, who it is claim- 
ed are not residents at ^ Beach, 
are allege^ to have voted for Mr. 
Hatchett, and fourteen others it is 
claimed were allowed the privilege 
of casting a ballot although they 
had not previously paid ttieir poll 
tax in accordance with the law. 

Listing the causes of the com- 
plaint, the bill in part leads as 
folows: # 

That the judges left the place 
of voting and remained away for 
various lengths of time; that peo- 
ple voted for Hatchett who were 
not residents of the town, some 
had not registered and some nad 
not paid their poll taxes; that at 
least sxity of the sixty-nine mail 
method; that voters were allowed 
to place their own ballots in tlie 
box; that in the certificate of the

Skiver's papers, or Mr. Slover 
himself. Is a Hamilton supporter. 

This may account for the re- 
markable feat of the reconciliation 
of Mr. Byrd and Mr. Hamilton, 
between whom so much political 
and personal bitterness had been 
manifested prior to Mr. Hamilton's 
election to Ccmgiess. In like 
manner, there came about an ap- 
parent change of heart among 
most of the Norfolk city officials 
who outwardly supported Mr. 
Darden in 1936. 

The bitterest cup of dislike can 
often be swallowed if the right 
kind of pressute is brought to 
bear, and Mr. Slover, with his two 
Norfolk papers, the Petersburg 
Progress-Index, the Richmond 
Times Dispatch, and the allied 
Portsmouth Star, is a combination 
of publicity power before which 
few, if any,_p0liticans can stand. 
Bspeciallj(^ this true with respect 
to Senator "Byrd, who so long as 
he controlled the Governor of Vir- 
ginia with the vast centralization 
Of the power therein vested dur- 
tog Mr. Byrd's administration. 

But, Mr. Byrd does not <:ontrol 
the present Governor of Virginia. 
Bis vast power has been shorn 
•tld the 1940 Senatorial election is 
not far distant. Mr. Byrd needs 
I Ihe help of, Mr. Slover's papers. 
Ho wonder then that he swallow- 
ed Mr. Hamilton. Mr. Slover's 
Blouthpiece in Congress, however 
I Mtter the feud previously existing 
tween Mr. Byrd and Mr. Hamil- 
n. Bitter as it must have been 
I to Mr. Byrd, doubtless it was a 
I Wlttt morsel to Mr. Hamilton. As 
]|0 the Norfolk city political outfit, 
Itmg dmninated by Mr. Slover, 
IHkey too saw a new Igiht for the 
part and received Mr. Ham- 
I within tlie f<dd. Tis true that 
Slover's papers received a 
llbioclcout blow on Jime 14. but po- 
lltttciaiis know that the memories 
Jtff Vbe people are short lived while 
l^ie continual hammering of the 
jlpiess. like the perpetual drip of. 
I^mter, cuts deep in the hardest 
llione. 



ton, a Congress fa^^Mrable to his 
wishes aiMl amenable to his will. 
With the memwy of the out- 
come of certain mMSures which 
met with defeat at the hands of 
the 75th Cmigress, and. its prede- 
cessor in mind, notably ttw Court 
Packing BlU, the Anti-Lynching 
Bill, the Government Reorganiza- 
lion BiU; and with the lather 
general opposition to the Wage- 
Hour law, as originally introduced, 
we view with alarm this open de- 
claration of intent to campaign 
for members of Cmigress favorable 
to administration policies. 
"^ Whereas It cannot be said that 
such a couise represents a de- 
parture from the accepted stan- 
dards M conduct of the high office, 
it is the excepticoi rather than the 
rule, /for Presidents to openly de- 
claim for or against candidates lot 
the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment within his own party. 
Fotrimately, if memory serves us 
right, such interference with the 
fiee election of the representa- 
tives of the people, has frequently 
if not always met with rebuke, 
and the net result ^as been the 
election of a membership even 
less favorable than its predecessor 
to the will of the chief executive. 



A striking example of what we 
have in mind is to be found in the 
action of President Woodrow 
Wilson when he denounced the 
"little group of wilful men" who 
opposed him in the League of Na. 
tions tight, and called upon the 
country to elect a Congiess which 
would work in harmony with him. 

Just why these appeals react 
unfavorably, or differently, from 
the way they are intended is a 
matter we cannot answer, unless 
it be that a sense of resentment is 
engendered in the voters by the at- 
tempt on the part of the executive 
branch of the government to dic- 
tate to the people ;^ho should re- 
present them in the legislative 
branch. 

Keeping In' mind that the wise 
founders of the nation saW fit to 
set up the three independent 
branches of government, each as 
a check on the other and as a safe 
guard against the acquisition of 
too much power by the executive, 
wp are compeHed to the conclusion 
that the President who makes an 
appeal to the people to surrender 
their constitutional light to free 
elections, to- further some plan or 
scheme of his own, acts unwisely 
and brings on defeat of the vety 
purpose he wishes to promote. 
Such' at least has been the experi- 
ence In the past and In this in- 
stance it is to be hoped it will be 
the experience of the future. 




In a campaign speech the other day, U. S. Senator Bennett Champ 
Claik of Missouri, insisted on his right to political independence, say- 
ing with frankness, "I have regarded some of the Prwldent's recom- 
mendations as unsound and when I have been unable to agree with 
him. I have followed my own convlcticms". "Such has been my 
course as long as I remain In any position ofHresponsibility under the 
Constitution." 

This is spoken like a man and to our way of thinking Is the only 
a^ course a representative of the people can take in regard to legisla- 
tive matters and at the same time be worthy of his high office. There 
is every indication that Senator Bennett Champ Clark Is a worthy 
successor to his famous father, the late Senator Champ Clark.

"For no good reason whatsoever 
stieft peraans insist im ssper-heat- 
ed indoor air in winter time, they 
pick and peck at fancy foods and 
to some extent give the plain, re- 
liable and needed provender the 
go-by. They overload themselves 
v;ith clothing in temperate and 
sometimes in warm weather. And 
to top it all, they are on friendly 
terms with all sorts of pills and 
other concoctions on the misguid- 
ed theory that doses of this and 
that are far superior to fresh air, 
good fdbd, exercise and healthy 
living in general. 

"Since one travels this old earth 
but once, it is too bad that any 
one is so foolish as to make a psy- 
chological invalid out of himself 
In this way. Obviously such un- 
justified fancies deny them of the 
real delight of a vigorous, zestful 
iind vital existence to which they 
are justly entitled.

Dodder Menace To 
Lespedeza TkUs 

Pasturing during the summer 
months is the best means of con- 
trolling dodder, or love vine, if it 
haS itecome established, in lespe- 
deza fields of the Southeastern 
states, says Coimty Agent H. W. 
Oglin. Dodder is a serious menace, 
especially where farmers are 
growing lespedeza for seed, or for 
hay. 

Mr. Ozlin points out, however, 
that the surest way to fight this 
weed is to plant lespedeza seed 
that is known to he free of dod- 
der. This means that growers 
'should not harvest seed from 
fields that are heavily infested 
with dodder. 

Although starting from seed, 
dodder soon attaches its tentacle- 
like vine to other plants and 
thereafter lives the life of a true 
parasite. A single plant may pro- 
duce as many as 3,000 seeds 
which, of course, if harvested with 
lespedeza makes the seed of the 
legimie dangerous to use. The pale 
yellow or orange-coloted vine ap- 
pears in the summer and sdme- 
times attaches Itself to wild 
plants, says Mr. Ozlin. Hoever. 
the vine seems to have a parti- 
cular liking for legumes. 

Under the State seed law, dod- 
der is a noxious weed. Fanners 
purchasing lespedeza seed should 
note the noxious-weed content on 
the label. Because of its szie and 
shape, dodder is difficult to screen 
out of lespedeza seed.

Summer eggs usually sell on a 
rising marlcet following the low- 
point in spring, says Marshall E. 
Coe of the Virginia agricultural 
extension division, who suggests 
that flock owners check on their 
feeding program to insure as 
many eggs as possible during the 
summer. The usual rise in egg 
prices is expected to take place 
this summer. 

Mr. Coe calls attention to a 
four-point program for - summer 
feeding offered by H. W. Titus, 
poultry specialist of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. County 
agents and the extension service 
will help to plan economical sum- 
mer rations based on the feeds 
available. The recommendBtions 
from Titus are general suggestions 
on methods: 

One: If the hens have been lay- 
ing well on the diet they have 
been getting this sbriivg (the av- 
erage, hen in the lyfrglhia farm 
flock demonstration laid 18.85 
eggs in May, with the 10 high 
hens laying between 21 and 26), 
do not risk changing the diet now. 
Continue feeding the same diet 
and do not turn them loose to 
pick up their living without the 
supplementary feed that will keep 
them laying well. If they have not 
been laying ell, improve the ra- 
tion. 

Two: If they are laying well, 
continue the same plan of feed- 
ing and management; if not, im- 
prove the system. If the hens 
have been getting feed at certain 
hours, continue feeding at these 
same hours. 

Three: If the hens are on an 
all-mash diet, give them a little 
more than they will clean up. 
Then clean up the hoppers and 
feed the surplus to non-layers be- 
fore it gets stale or spoils. The 
layers should have first chance 
at a full feed. 

Pour: Keep up the total protein 
in the diet. Laying hens need a 



In the report to the Board of 
Supervisors of ■ Princess Anne 
County, Mrs. F^V. Bailey, Super- 
intendent of the Department of 
Public Welfare, showed that the 
total case load handled by the de- 
partment was nearly 20% less for 
the month of May, than for the 
preceding month.

Noted ' 



With the approach of the sum- 
mer season in which there are op- 
portunUies for seasonal employ- 
ment fw WPA workeis, William 
A. Smith, State WPA Administra. 
tor, today called attention to a 
misunderstanding on the part of 
some seasonal employers as to the 
status of WPA workers to whom 
they may offer, or have offered 
employment. 

First, as to the fact that the Em- 
ergency Act makes it practically 
mandatory that WPA workers 
accept private employment under 
reasonable working conditions, Mr. 
Smith stated that a certified per- 
son employed upon a work projee^^ 
shall be expected to accept private 
employment when offered, whe- 
ther of a permanent or temporary 
nature, provided that (1) the 
work is suitable to his training 
and experience, (2) the employ- 
ment provides reasonable working 
conditions, and (3) the work pro- 
vides a full time job at a standard 
prevailing rate of pay. 

Smith Explains Status 

"I am making public the status 
of WPA employees who may ac- 
cept or be offered private employ- 
ment at this time owing to the 
fact it has come to my attention 
that in some localities when we 
have closed down projects to meet 
the demand of private employers 
that WPA workers, after reporting 
for work, have often Ijeen made 
to wait sex-eral days before going 
t'j work, or have been given work 
only for a portion of a day.

While there is nothing ^new 
about misundei standings between 
men, wars are no longer the cozy 
family affairs they once were, 
says the author. Today, he finds, 
they are rooted deep in the dogma 
xjf superiority, varying languages, 
Offering customs, historic griev- 
ances, and economic conflicts. Im- 
proved transportatioiT and com- 
munication, he adds, liave huddl- 
ed peoples together, thereby ac- 
centuating the possibihties of 
confusion and controversy. 
At Each Other 
"The wonder is not tliat the 
i:eoples of the earth get along so 
badly together, but, lather, that 
they manage at all," Author Her- 
ring declares. "History, biol(«y, 
and evolution have heaped us up 
together on this relatively incon- 
spicuous planet. We speak 2,792 
different languages. We live in 
some 70 separate nations, each 
with its pride, its history, its flag. 
We are cut off by lines of custom, 
habit, and religion. We are divid- 
ed by historic enmities, the issues 
of which are obscured by time. 
And we are snapping at each 
other. 

"It would require a brain trust 
with Albert Einstein, Sigmund 
Freud. Charles A. Beard, Wilham 
James, and H. G. Wells to hunt 
out all the reasons why we of this 
cantankerous human race do not 
get along more amicably." believes 
this educator. Yet, he concludes, 
men are confronted today with a 
choice Ijetween two possibihties — 
to understand or misunderstand, 
to cooperate or perish.

, Now that Virginia's new high- 
way Sliced regulations, placing a 
iV:aximum of fiftj'-five miles an 
, hour up>on passenger cars, and 
I .slower speeds upon passenger 
buses, trucks and school buses, it 
is up to every person driving an 
I Hutomobile to see that the law is 
I ^bevrd. Whether we . think tl-e 
i!C'v legiilntions are tiood or bad i/ 
I br.side the question, Jt is now ilie 
law <of the land and should not 
be violated. 

Personally we think the regula- 
I tions are satisfactory, for fifty- 
five miles an hour is fast enough 
for anyone. The law establishes 
absolute limits for speed as con 
trasted with the former law whi.?ii 
said that driver was presumed to 
be guilty of reckless driving if he 
exceeded certain speed limits, a 
new offense for speeding, as dis- 
tinguished from reckless driving, 
has been created, with the given 
limits as maximum speeds. 

No change for limits for speed 
in residential, business, and school 
zones have been made, which are 
from twenty-five, fifteen and 5- 
mlle per hour under the old law, 
and motorists meeting or over- 
taking a school bus loading or dis- 
chargmg passengers are required 
by law to pass at speed not great- 
er than five miles per hour. 

Another feature of the new re- 
gulations which we heartily ap- 
piove, requires the dimming of 
headlights wlien Ipieeting df 
traffic. Bright lights have been 
one of the principal causes of ac. 
cidents at night. Requiring c^ra 
tors of trucks to warn traffic 
when it is necessary to stop cm 
the highway, by flags in the day- 
time and flares at night is an 
c her excellent legulation of ihe 
new law. 

It will be interesting to note 
the number of arrests made in the 
county under the new regulations 
and ascertain as far as possible 
the decrease in the number of ac- 
cidents.

"I have poured into them (my 
v«^e) the whole of my ardent 
soul: there is an exuberance of 
senthnent which expresses itself 
in hnpudent hymns, in suave ele- 
gies, to fulgent images, in bizarre 
or languishing sounds . . ." 

His passion for the extravagant 
and the esoteric brackets him 
with OK»r Wllde-Aubrey Beard- 
sley- Yellow Book school. He wants 
to be lush and elegant and fright- 
fuUy clever. A rather uncomfort. 
able little person. 

Yet even though his eariy life is 
thesMne, the ad»entu»es which 
he embarked upon hi his fifties to 
a certain extent redeem him.

War he clamored for Italy to hi- 
tervene on the side of the Allied 
jowers^ •&.Mfc^Wfe*MBM* 
on the danger and mystery of 
warfare, a fact which later made 
him persona grata to Mussolini. 
His speech at Quarto in May 1915 
prepared the Italian people for 
their country's declaration of war 
upon Austria. From 1915 to 1918 
he saw action in all branches of 
the service, for his persuasive 
voice and obvious enthusiasm 
made him the indispensable man 
wherever the going was hottest. 
When the war was done and 
Italy, so he felt, had been unjust- 
ly deprived of Fiume. he took the 
bit m his, teeth. With a few hun- 
dred men, D'Annunzio marched 
against a city well-fortified and 
occupied by French, English and 
Italian troops. They withdrew 
and left him to nile the city for 
fifteen months. It was no fault of 
hi& that the 'Nitti gtovtVnment 
signed a treaty recognising Piume 
as a free state, and that Italian 
troops forced his withdrawal from 
the city. He had focussed Italy's 
attention on the unredeemed city 
and it was only a matter of four 
years until Plume was handed 
back to Italy. 

Those war years are to me the 
only attractive ones of D'Annun- 
zio's life, for he put aside the fad- 
dism and his selfishness and al- 
most approached the stature of a 
human being.

The world's woist weather, in 
all ccmcelvable combinations, is 
created to order in the huge newj 
weather tunnel Just put into op-j 
eration at the Ford Motor Com- 
pany Engineering Laboratory in 
Detroit. This device, first of its 
kind to be built expressly for scien- 
tific research into motor design 
and operation, is used together 
with 3 new Ford Test Tracks, to 
provide piecise data on automobile 
^PtTlaafggggjg^er all randitiaaa 
of weather, including extreme 
heat, cold, high and low atmos- 
pheric pressure, humidity, wind, 
dust, sleet, and rain. 

Thus, an engineer at the control 
of this new, scientific instiument 
may blow a 70-mile sleet storm 
directly at an automobile running 
at a speed equivalent to 60, 70, or 
80 miles an hour. At will, the 
temperature may be dropped to 20 
below zero or raised to 150 degrees 
above, simulating a fiigid gale of 
sleet, or a torrential rain storm. 
Simplifies Problem 
The purpose of all this, of 
course, is to find out just how 
newly designed cars and trucks 
will perform under any kind of 
weather to be found anywhere at 
any time, without the necessity 
for sending test cars to various 
parts of the wjorld, to wait for the 
particular kind of bad weather 
wanted. It greatly .simplifies tlie 
problem of perfecting motor cars 
of new design to meet all condi- 
tions, before tliey are put on the 
road. 

The tunnel is a structure, 124 
feet long, 35 feet wide and 14 feet 
high, with an air passage of 10 by 
10 feet. The rear wheels of the ve- 
hicle under test are placed on the 
tread-mill which is adjustable to 
accommodate chassis of varying 
Vvheel-base lengths, including 
Lincoln and Lincoln-Zephyr cars, 
as well as Ford cars and tiucks, or 
even the long-wheelfcase bus chas- 
sis. The tiead-mill, which is op- 
erated by the wheels of the car 
in. motion, is connected to a dyna- 
mometer, the load of which may 
bt regulated to produce a hard 
pull or an easy glide. The power 
output of the engine is in this 
way recorded on the dynamometer 
scale. Glass panels in the wall per- 
mit the opeiator full visibility of 
the car under test. 

40-Below In Chamber 
In addition to the heating and 
refrigerating systems providing 
temperatures ranging from 150 de- 
gi-ees above zero Fahrenheit to 20 
degrees below within the tunnel, 
there is a special ctmnected "cold" 
chamber in which 40-beIow temp- 
erature may be created for search- 
ing cold weather tests of engine, 
oil, battery and starter and other 
equipment. A 400 - horsepower 
motor drives a 10-foot three-blad- 
ed propellor to create wind veloci- 
ties up to 85 miles an hour, and 
dust or sand sent into the tunnel

Machine Chips 
Fall Where They 
PayAtFflrd's 

An ingenious oil salvage device 
makes machine chips fall where 
tliey pay, at the.- rate of several 
thousand dollars a year, in the 
Ford Motor Company plant here. 

Machinists call the steel turn- 
ings made in pi'oducing automo- 
bile parts "chips." When the chips 
fall out of the machines into spe- 
cial chip conveyors they are coat- 
ed with oil which cools the cutting 
tools. Salvaging the chips them- 
selves is a siihpl^;^roce9S which 
1 merely involves crushing them 
land sending them back for re- 
I melting. Salvaging the oil is a 
; more difficult task, 
j A special Ford device solves the 
' problem. The chip conveyor moves 
through a washer and the chips 
are washed in hot water as they 
move along^ The oil floats off them 
and into a reservoir. Here it rises 
to the top of the water, and as the 
reservoir fills the oil overflows 
into a smaller reservoir. The pro- 
cess is repeated here to make 
ceitain the oil and water are thor- 
oughly separated, and the oil is 
sent to a still smaller tank. 

The salvaged oil Is retunwd to 
the system which circulates it to 
the machines, but not before it is 
heated to a germ-killing tempera, 
ture. Company doctors take no 
chances with the possibility of 
contamination in oil or other 
fluids used in machining Ford V-8 
parts. 

Approximately 17 gallons of oil 
aie salvaged from every ton of 
turnings.

War form of forgetfulness that 
I ,tometlm^- makes it Impoarilte for 
the victim to recall his name, his 
place at residence, his occupation, 
as wen as other facts that would 
lead to his Identity. There are re- 
ccHTds Indicating that s(»ae per- 
sons have wandered far afield tor 
years under assumed names, en- 
scaged in occupations foreign to 
'heir former life, and then sud- 
ietiiiy t egained tlM^r memories," 
states Dr. I. C. \Rlggin, State 
liealth Commlssicmer. 

"As was the case with the gent- 
leman referred to (which repre- 
sents the more common mani- 
festations of this mental quirk), 
the fog was lifted within a few 
months. While the causes of am- 
nesia are not definitely establish- 
ed, it seems to be associated with 
conditdons that develop a ner- 
vous breakdown and is one of the 
unusual manifestations pt that 
condition. 

r<ere js another type of for- 
getfulness, however, which is not 
dignified by any medical term 
despite the fact that it is an ex- 
tremely common adult complaint, 
the results of which can be, and 
sometimes are, serious. For the 
lack of a better term, it might be 
called health-forgetfulness. 

"Many persons whose memories 
are excellent in every other way 
carelessly forget that nature de- 
mands a reasonable amount of at- 
tention to bodily welfare. They 
forget ^hat nature quietly is keep- 
ing score. They forget that if 
habits detrimental to health are 
continued, the cumulative effect 
sooner or later will result in re- 
duced vitality, impaired health, or 
worse. They forget that nature 
rather than temporary notions, 
wishes, or personal ideas,- always 
is in command, and is likely to 



punish those who refuse to ree- 
ocnto her sui»emaey. 

"I^WclflMtty. health-foAetfld- 
ness. takes the foUowti^ foniM: 

1. Forgetthw to eierdse hk the 
outdoors. 

2. Poivetting to eat enou^ 
rather tlum too miKh or too Uttle 
food. 

, 3. Fmrgettlng that the seven 
and a half w eight hours' deep 
nightly is a basic requirenwnt. 
4. Forgetting that a worry ctmi- 
plex is a <tevitalMDg and some- 
times a killing c(mdition. 

5. Forgetting that the peitodle 
phjnical examination, throu^ 
prMnpt dlagnods, is "Ihe modem 
scientific weapon to ward off 
stHhe of the major killing dlsea*|t^ 

6. And finally, forgetting fSxSt 
abunAaW -l^i^ wkI '^rmSHf 
should be the goal of everyone, 
and that lacking It. life's richest 
asset is lost. 

"In short, amnesia is an af. 
flictlon. On the other hand, health 
forgetfulness, with its attendant 
harmful consequences, is an 
avoidable acquisitlcm."

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Timber Owners Told 

Of Pine Beetle Menace 



A Widespread Infestation of the 
SoDthern pine bark beetle, which 
extends frmn the eastern shore of 
Maryland through Tidewater Vir- 
ginia into the eastern ccHinties of 
North Candina, has been respon- 
sible within recent months for the 
destruction of great quantities of 
nerchantaMe Iobl<^y pine timber 
to Virginia. State Forester F. C. 
PBdetson of the Virginia Conser- 
jpHon Commission, reported here 

"Today. 

■» 

"The tiny brownish or blackish 
beetle, abwt oRe-tff li%^ of an 
Inch long, usually appears during 
dry years about the time redbud 
blooms and all during the summer 
attacks and kills pines of all ages 
and species which occur within ite 
range." Mr. Pederson stated. "The 
beetles infest the middle and upper 
.portions of the trunks first, later 
extending their attack toward the 
ground. They destroy .the soft 
Inner bark through which the tree 
gets its nourishment b^ making 
charactc^stic (wfinding S-shaped 
^>i«Uerles in which it lays its eggs. 
Dry Spells Came 
"The result of recent Investiga- 
tions of the Bureau of Entcnnology 
Indicates that abnormally dry 
spells bring about favorable condi- 
tions for 6utbreaks ef the South- 
ren pine beetle, both by weaken- 
ing the tree and by creating a 
more favorable situation in the 
inner bark for the rapid develop- 
ment of the broods of the bettle. 
The resumption of normal or

heavy precipitation effectively 
checks such development and 
often times will very nearly elimin- 
ate' the beetle from the forest. 

"Bettle-attacked trees may be 
recognized by their occurrence in 
the forest oS areas having patches 
of dying of <dead pine which show 
no evidence of fire or other de- 
structive injury. Such trees are 
markd by the presence of yellow- 
ish green foliage which soon turns 
to reddish brown. Infested trees 
are also characterized by the pre- 
sence of small pitch tubes along 
the middle and upper trunk which 
form when the beetles penetrftte 
the live bark. Sometimes the 
beetle can be seen trapped in the 
hardened resin. A positive evidence 
of this beetle ccmsists of the pre- 
sence of the winding S-shaped 
galleries in the iimer bark. 
Should Be Cut 

"To control the Southern pine 
beetle, aU parties in the c(nnmun- 
ity concerned should act simul- 
taneously to fell the infested trees 
and destroy the toots. Inasmuch 
as the beetle can complete Its life 
cycle in about forty days and new 
adults emerge about the time the 
foliage of the tree turns reddish 
brown, It is necessary to act 
promptly and concentrate on the 
trees having pale green to yellow 
foliage. Brownish trees having the 
bark full of shot holes no longer 
contain the beetles and for con- 
trol measures need not be felled. 
I "After, felling, the timber should 
be either peeled and the tmrk 
burned or hauled to the mill and 
utilized as lumber or pulpwood and 
the infested slabs burned. If the 
logs cannot be utilized they should 
be decked and burned sulllcienfly 
to char the bark thoroughly. 
Where the larger trees are treat- 
ed, the stem and larger branches

down to a four-inch diameter 
should receive attention as they 
are subject to infestation." 

In view of the seriousness of the 
present infestation, M:r. Pederson 
urged that all land owners care- 
fully examine the pine timl>er on 
their properties for evidence of the 
lieetle attack, and where found, 
prompt action should be taken to 
kill the brood in the infested trees.

Summer culling of non-layers in 
the farm poultry flock has a 
number of advantages, poinrs out 
H. L. Moore, Virginia extension 
poultry husbandman, not t^e 
least of wliich is tliat culling gives 
the floclc owner an excellent op- 
portunity to examine tlie birds for 
body lice. 

When lice are found, the birds 
— espeeihlly those to be kept-- 
should be treated with sodium 
flouride or nicotine sulphate. Tiie 
sodium flcuridc is put directly (n 
the birds while the nicotine .sul-' 
phate is put on the perchase just 
befoie tlie birds go fo roost. Since 
t'.i" nicotine treatment does net 
kill the eggs of lice, it is well to r'j- 
peat it in a week or 10 days. 

"Examine the laying house care- 
fully for mites," Mr. Moore also 
warned. "Pry or lift up a roosc, 
look in cracks or. crevices of the 
nests, dropping boards, etc. If 
mites are found, spray the whole 
house with carbolineum, or with 
equal paits of used crank case oil 
and kerosene." 

Culling the flock In July, he 
said, reduces feed costs, gives the 



hens much-needed room in the 
houses, and improves the breed- 
ing quality of the flock since it 
gets rid of poor layers which 
otherwise might became future 
breeders.— By Virginina Agricul- 
tural Extension Division.

Official measurement of the fish, 
according to the Virginia State 
Chamber of Commerce, was 70 
inches, 34 inches in girth and 
weighed 102 pounds. The fish was 
caught with a 12 thread Ashaway 
line with moss bunker bait. Cap- 
tain Burton also had in the party 
on the "Kildee" the Messers Fred 
Stansbury, C. E. Stansbury and 
George Hoshall, all of Washington. 
The fish was brought to shore 
shoitly after being caught and was 
officially weighed and measured 
under the direction of the Cape 
Charles Gulde^ssociation, an af- 
filiate of the State Chamber. Af- 
fidavits were taken at this time 
from members of the party and 
crew. 

The State Chamber, from record 
books issued by federal sources, 
learned that the old record bon- 
ito or cabio catch was made off 
Buckroe, Virginia, in June 1921.

Virginia farmers have planted 
a slightly smaller acreage of crops 
than last year, according to the 
Virginia Cooperative Crop Report- 
ing Service. The total acreage m 
the principal crops this year is 
estimated at 3,753,900 acres, which 
is a decrease of 1.4 percent of the 
acreage planted last year. The 
greatest reductions in acreage 
have been in cotton with a de- 
crease of 35 percent: cowpeas de- 
crease of 15 percent; rye decrease 
of 14 percent; potatoes decrease' of 
13 percent; and tobacco decrease 
of 7 percent. Crops showing an 
inciease are as follows: Soybeans, 
20 percent; oats, 10 percent; pea- 
nuts. 4 percent, all tame hay. 4 
percent and barley, 2 percent. 
W«ather conditions during the 
early spring were favorable fw 
plowing and preparing the land, 
but conditions during May and 
early June were first too dry and 
later too wet and cool for proper 
germination and growth of some 
crops. Frequent rains in the east- 
em and southern counties inter- 
ferred with the cultivation of all 
ciops. and on July 1 many fields 
of com, cottOTi and peanuts were 
becoming grassy. 

SH^Uy Less Cwn 
The com acreage is estimated 
at 1.4B0.00S Mies, or a decieaae of 



2 percent from the acreage harv. 
ested last year, and is about the 
same percent below the ten year 
average. Stocks of old com were 
larger than usual and prices much 
lower than last year, so the acre- 
age was reduced slightly. Early 
p'anted crops came up well, and 
have made splendid growth, while 
crops planted about the middle 
of May came up to a poor stand as 
a result of the cool, wet weather. 
During . June corii) did not make 
he usual giowp/ because of the 
cool, wet weather in the eastern 
and central counties and the cool 
dry weather in the northern coun- 
ties. The condition on July 1 in- 
dicated a yield of about 23 bushels 
per acre, compared with 25.5 
bushels last year. A total produc- 
tion of 33,350,000 bushels is in- 
dicated, compare*>with 37,740.000 
bushels harvested last year and 
32.199.000 average for the ten 
years 1927-36. As rainfall during 
July largely determines the yield 
of com, the crop may be larger or 
smaller depending upon weather 
conditions during the next three

Relatively few people are aware 
of the fact that the last General 
Assembly of Virginia passed a 
measure, prohibiting the payment 
of ransom in in kidnap cases oc 
curing in the state. However, 
such is the case and we are quick 
to give our approval to such a law 
In certain provinces in Canada, if 
not in the whole Dominion, the 
law has forbidden ransom pay 
ments for a number of years, and 
the experience of our good neigh 
bor to the north has proven the 
effectiveness of the measure in 
curbing that crime. 

Obviously it will be very difficult 
to enforce such a law if the dis- 
tracted parents and guardians of 
the unfortunate victims, elect to 
deal with the kidnapers in spitfe 
of law, but in the Ught of the his- 
tory and experience of our neigh- 
bor country, where there is very 
little if any kidnaping, and our 
own distressing recqrd in thp 
United States, it becomes appear- 
ent that ^uch an enactment de- 
serves a thorough trial beforp 
passing adverse judgement on it 
merits. 

In our opinion other states will 
do well to follow the lead of Vir- 
gAia. It is entirely possible that 
through the passage of similar 
measures, by all the other states, 
we in the United States could 
break up this base practice of kid- 
naping. With the basis of hope, in 
the experience of Canada, other 
states should hasten to put laws 
of like character in effect. The 
Federal Government could well 
pass a parallel measure. The plan 
at least desgres a trial, in the 
hope of ending one of the most 
vicious types of crime.

NO. 1 ECONOMIC PROBLEM" 

"It is my conviction that the 
South presents right now the na- 
tion's No. 1 economic problem." 
So declares the President in a 
message to a conference of South- 
ern s|k>kesme called by the direc- 
tor of the Administration's Na- 
tional Emergency Council. If by 
this the President means that the 
South is the country's poorest re- 
gion, where most of the "ill- 
housed, ill-clad and ill-nourished" 
are to be found, he is entirely 
righ^ His concern with this prob- 
lem is simply one more evidence 
of his deep, humanitarian symp- 
athies. 

But the first step toward the 
cure of such a problem is corerct 
diagnosis, and in t>arts of the ten- 
tative report placed before the 
conference there are signs of con- 
fusion. Tiie reportrtells tis, for ex- 
ample, that the South must "sit 
by and watch its plenty enjoyed 
by other sections not so abundant, 
ly blessed by nature, but m con- 
trol of the man-made machinery 
of finance." This seems to be mer- 
ely a sinister way of saying that 
Northern capital has flowed into 
the South. This capital inflow has 
made the South much richer — or 
much less poor — than it would 
otherwise have been. It has great- 
ly increased Southern production, 
increased the productivity of 
Southern labor and increased 
Southern wages. Northern capital 
invested in the South can hasten 
its industrial development just as 
Eritish capital invested in Amer- 
ican railroads and manufacturing 
industries hastened our industrial 
development as a nation. 

Apart from this point, it is im- 
portant to remember that some of 
the chief New Deal policies have 
Leen such as gi-eatly to ihcrease 
tlie impoverishment of the South 
rather fhan to relieve it. The chief 
single source of the South's living 
is cotton. Yet the net effect of the 
crop-restriction policy has been to 
purchase a small temporary gain 
at the cost of a great and perman- 
ent loss. For our pcrficy encouraged 
a great increase in planting of 
cotton by other nations, particul- 
arly Brazil; the foreign supply has 
risen to Ijitherto unprecedented 
levels, and the price of cotton 
within the last five weeks ^s 
been down to the lowest levels? in 
history in terms of the old rfbld 
dollar. To compensate for this 
there should have been a special 
encoDCagement to Southern in- 
dustry. But instead, the Adminis- 
tration insisted on the Federal 
Wage-Hour Bill, which fixes a 
uniform minimum wage for the 
whole country for the first two 
years and allows a maximum dif- 
ferential (rf 10 cents an hour for 
a few years thereafter. The result 
will certainly be to handicap 
Southern industry and relatively 
to retard Southern industrial em- 
ployment. One incidental result 
may be to drive more workers in- 
to Southern agriculture, where 
wages are ah eady the most miser- 
able paid in the country and for 
which no minimum wage is fixed. 

The poverty of the South is a 
condition that calls for cvwe for 
its own sake. But it is clearly mis- 
taken to attribute the current low 
state 01 the nation's business to 
the lo'v purchasing power of the 
South, for this relatively low pur- 
chasing power has existed for gen- 
erations. It may make a more 
equ^ distribution of irealth, but 
it does not tnci«ase the net pur- 
chasing power of the country to 
transfr funds from tiie North to 
tiie SoatSt la the fona at Una

NO ACCENT ON TOVTH 

With the aid of hotel and re- 
staurant proprietors, the New York 
State Liquor Authority has taken 
a iSort of census of drinkers and 
has discovered, among other 
thongs, that most of the liquor 
consumed in public places nowa- 
days goes down the throats of per- 
sons between the ages of; 25 and 
40. In up-State New York the 
upper bracket Is somewhat high- 
er than 40, but all over the State 
it seems to be agreed-that the irery 
young drinker, whose potations 
were so conspicuous in speakeasies 
and night clubs in the Volstead- 
ian.era, is now more or less out of 
the picture. 

This is intereting evidence. True 
it concern only one State and it 
represents the Impressions of a 
group of proprietors rather than 
the findings of a group of social 
investigators. Moreover, it may be 
that young men and women in 
New York State are simply unable 
to afford to drink at the prices 
which hotels and restaurants 
chai-ge and that they are drink- 
ing as much as ever in homes, 
clubs and automobiles rather than 
in restaurants and hotels. But 
cost was not. a particular deter- 
rent in the old speakeasy times, 
for in those days the young seem- 
ed to be able to buy drinks with 
the best of them. 

If they are not so much in the 
public picture now it is at least 
reasonable to infer that they are 
mo:e temperate than they were 
in the years when with drinking 
under the ban youth got a kick 
not only out of the alcohol but 
out of defying the law. Such a 
change would be one more gain to 
the credit of repeal.

A WIDENING BREACH 

The dissatisfactlMi of the Unit- 
ed States over Germany's refusal 
thus far to absorb the Austrian 
debt may be the most recent cause 
of disaffection between the two 
countries, but it is only one of 
many.

Continued fiom Page 2 
realism, betrayed their native 
heritage and lost their own souls. 

There is something essentially 
good in Mr. Donaldson's relent- 
less and brilliant assault upon the 
literary and cultural standards 
which New York had hoped to 
"sell" the country. In his^ wrath 
he makes articulate what is pro- 
foundly wholesome and authenti- 
cally human in the Anglo-Saxon 
tradition. He can do this because 
his chief interest is hot in negative 
revolt, but in positive affirmation 
of regional values and particularly 
of Southern values. 

It is along the trail which Mr. 
Davidson is blazing that the great 
cultural advances of the future 
will, in my opinion, take place. 
That is the importance of his 
work, and by that it ought to be 
Judged. If the Universities hope to 
remain agents of cultural progress 
they would do well to ponder on 
Mi. Davidson's thesis, and reform

l||^.^^rincipal increases are in soy- 

'^ beans, clover, and alfalfa. The 
yieM <rf early hay cro^s was be- 
low average doe to the dry wea- 
ther in the early part of May, but 
the yield of clover and timothy, 
with ttie exception of the north- 
ern counties. Is expected to be up 
to the average. Weather condi- 
tions during June were unfavor- 
tMe for harvest and considerable 
hay was lost. Prospects for late 
hay crops, such as soybeans, cow- 
peas and lespedeza were very fav- 
orable. The average for the State 
was 92 percent of normal, which 
was the ;pame as last year and 

'S^ considerably above the ten year 
average of 77 percent. 

The acieage of soybeans planted 
for all purposes is estimated at 
125,000 acres, which is an increase 
ot 20 percent over the acreage 
harvested last year. Acreage of 
cowpeas is estimated at only 85,- 
000 acres, a decrease of 20 per- 
cent from last year. The shift 
frcNn cowpeas to soybeans is large- 
ly due to the relatively high price 
of cowpea seed. Throughout the 
United States the acreage of soy-

benas is estimated to be about 10 
peicent above the 1937 acreage, 
and is slightly above the record 
acreage of 1935. In Illinois, which 
leads in production of commercial 
soybeans, a sUght decrease in the 
acreage was reported. The total 
acreage of cowpeas is about 3 per- 
cent less than last year, but is the 
seciwd largest acreage on record, 
and is about 50 percent above the 
average for teh previous ten years. 

reWer Petotoes 

The acreage of potatoes, includ- 
ing the early commercial crop, is 
estimated at 79.400 acres, which is 
13 percent len than the acreage 
hawested last year. The early 
commercial acreage was reduced 
18 percent and the farm acreage 
only 5 percent. The early commer- 
cial crop, although damaged some- 
what by the excessive rains, has 
been better than average and pros- 
pects for the late potatoes are very 
good. The total production of po- 
tatoes is estimated at 10.401,000 
bushels, which is about 5 percent 
less than last year's crop of 10,- 
920,000 bushels. Throughout the 
United States the total acreage 
planted to potatoes this year is 
about 4 percent smaller than last 
year and about 9 percent below 
the ten year average. Conditions 
on July 1 indicated a total crop 
of 386,660,000 bushels, or about 2 
percent less than the 1937 crop, 
but 5 percent larger than the ten 
year average production. 

Weather conditions this season 
were very favorable for planting 
sweetpotatoes and the commercial 
acreage is estimated to be about 
5 percent larger than last jrear, 
but the farm crop is reported to 
be slightly smaller. Cool nights 
during Jupe have retarded growth 
so that the July 1 condition Indi- 
cated a slightly smaller yield than 
average. However, the weather 
during July and August usually 
determines the yield of sweetpota- 
toes, so the actual production 
would be larger or smaller, de-

during the next two montjas. Total 
production of 4,560,000 bushels is 
indicated, which is about 10 per- 
cent less than last year's crop. 
Throughout the United States the 
acreage of sweetpotatoes is esti- 
mated to be 6 percent above the 
acreage hai vested last^ year and 
Lib Hit 8 percent above the ten year 
average. Total production based 
upon July 1 condition is estimated

Fred C. laford, of the Dominion 
of Canada, will spealc on the final 
evening program of the 1938 In- 
stitute of Rural Affairs in behalf 
of the coming "World's Poultry 
Congress." Thurstlay afternoon he 
will speak to the poultry section 
of the Farmer's Institute on ex- 
hibits at the congress. The Insti- 
tute meets at Blacksburg Jul^ 4M- 1 
28. 

A discussion and clinic on com- 
man poultry diseases, under the 
leadership of Dr. E. P. Johnson of 
V. P. I., and a visit to the pcMiltry 
plant are also on the afternoon 
poultry program. 

At the same time, farm men and 
women interested in dairying and 
fruit growing will have opportun- 
ity to attend sections discussing 
problems in these fields. The dairy 
section will see a demonstration 
on handling dairy animals, by a 
4-H club team, one on dairy herd 
sires, and one on results of feeding 
clover-molasses silage, by mem- 
bers of the dairy staff. A study 
trip to see supplemental pastures 
ends the program. 

The horticultural section has 
scheduled six 20-minute talks: 
Apple and peach outlook, by Henry 
M. Taylor, state statisticians; 
apple marketing problems of the 
future. Porter R. Taylor, bureau of 
agricultural economics; the apple 
container situation, W. S. Camp- 
field, secretary, state horticultural 
society; experiences in building 
and operating apple storages, E.

A double rescue of, mother and 
young son was accomplished 
Kbnut -4 o'clock -Tuesday after- 
noon through the heroic effort of 
two soldier, members of the 246ih 
Coast Artillery, Virginia National 
Guard. From what could be 
learned from witnesses of the in- 
cident both of the victims of the 
near tiagedy owe their rescue to 
the efforts of the two inlisted 
men one of whom was an expert 
swimmer.

Laban Lindsay Batten found 
guilty of murder in the first de. 
giee by a jnry in the Circuit 
Court of Princess Anne County, 
last Friday night at 8 o'clock.

The mid-summer week-ends 
agalft focus public attention on 
America's ghastly highway prob- 
lem. Every holiday, vast num- 
bers of people lose their lives— 
the majority from automobile ac- 
cidents. 

As highway experts point out, 
there aie three definite primary 
phases that must be considered 
and covered in any accident 
campaign that is to produce re- 
sults. These are: Standardization 
of traffic laws and devices in the 
various states; elimination of ac- 
cident- prone «oa^ and, intetsee- 
tions; education of the indiv- 
dual driver. 

At the present time, driving 
practices that are legal in one 
state are illegal across the border. 
Dozens of types of warning sign- 
als, lights and signs are in use, 
and constitute a constant bewild- 
erment to the motorist who drives 
any distance away from his home 
town. Some state motor patrols 
aie known to be strict in enforc- 
ing the law: others are lax. The 
result is a legislative and admin- 
istrative chaos, that breeds ac- 
cidents. ,..:..-.. 

Eliminating the accident-prone 
location is strictly an engineering 
problem. A wide, smooth-sur- 
faced road is not necessarily 
make for safety either. Safety 
engineers have designed highways 
and intersections which make it 
impossible for cars to cross each 
other's path, which obviate the 
chance of head-on collisions by 
the use of lane separators of one 
kind or another, and which eli- 
minate other hazaMs. Practice has 
proven that this work will cut the 
accident rSle astonishingly. Here 
is where government, federal, state 
and local, can do an invaluable 
work which will benefit all the 
people. 

As for education, the thing to 
be kept in mind is that sporadic 
campaigns are useless, and that 
continuity of effort is all-impor- 
tant. The great responsibility that 
falls upon anyone when he takeo 
the wheel of a car must be con- 
stantly drummed into the public. 
Engineers, law enforcement au- 
thorities, ekucErttiis and »he gen- 
eral public must work together. 
Only then will the growing toll of 
highway deaths and injuries be 
lessened. 

INSULL'S PASSING 

Sunday morning the story of the 
death of Samuel InsuU, former 
head of the $4,000,000,000 utilities' 
empire beaiing his name was pub- 
lished, and told of his sudden 
passing as a result of a heart at- 
tack in a Paris subway. The 78 
years old genious of finance and 
organization, who rose to a posi- 
tion of eminence, as a result of 
menipulation of the affijirs of 
the vast properties, will be lemem- 
bered by the thousands who suf- 
fered ruin in the crash as just an- 
other manipulator who failed in 
the questionable practice of spec- 
ulating with the funds of others. 

However, to aigue that the man 
was that and nothing more, is to 
be blind to the facts. True it is 
that the accomplishments of the 
man were possible only in a time 
like the wild days of speculation 
in twenty-nine. But none can 
deny that for sheer organizing 
ability he was in a class by him- 
self. Had it been possible for 
th.mgs to continue as they were 
during the late twenties, the man 
would have been remembeied as 
successful giant of finance, in- 
stead of as a man who failed, and 
by his failure carried down thous- 
ands of others with him to failure. 
He was unquestionably the top- 
ranking figure among many who 
builded on a -grand scale only to 
see the product of their , woik 
crumble before their eyes for lack 
of foundation. 

Bankrupt, and with the memory 
of the criminal charge of fraud, 
fo! which he was indicted and ac- 
quitted, on his mind he died a 
bioken old man. In his last days 
he was a pensioner of the surviv- 
ing companies he formerly head- 
ed. Never the less, he remains a 
giant figure of his time, and a 
failure because the times in which 
he lived, not because he was in 
any respect wanting in ability.

This of itself may not be of great interest to many 
of our readers, but we have observed that there is imquestlonably a 
better feeling in the country as a whole when the market is on the up 
grade than when it is slipping. Further than that, resorts have a way 
of getting bigger and better crowds under these circumstances, and if 
a healthy increase can be maintahred throughout the remainder of 
the season, tfre Beach should record it in larger arrivals for August 
than has been the case during the early part of the summer. Unless 
we are wrong it was just the reverse of that situation which made the 
latter part of last year, less successful for the people here as a whole.

Coming as this does on the lieels of rumors and charges 
of failure to cooperate, and being made under oath by the former 
chairman, it is indication of a very bad situation in the internal af- 
fairs of the TVA. Little wonder that Dr. Morgan felt compelled to 
bring the matter to the attention of the President, and failing to get 
action on his complaints, brought about a situation that made it 
necessary for the President to oust him. The country seems in a fair 
way to learn just what has been going on behmd the scenes with the 
Termessee Valley Authority. 



A story written by the early 
Mark Twain told of the theft of 
a bank's gold from a midwestern 
township. The thieves filled the 
vaults with feathers. They did 
the job undetected, took the loot 
to the hills, and there waited for 
the expected hullabaloo. To their 
amazement, nothing happened. 
The substitution was never found 
out, and the economic life of the 
community went on undisturbed. 

One is reminded of the story by 
the report that a party of bank- 
ers has been alloed to take a peep 
at the Ijnmense stock of the na- 
tion's gold out at Fort Knox, 
Kentucky. Suppose they had 
found feathers instead of gold? 
Would it have made any differ- 
ence to the nation's economic hfe, 
presuming the guards had pledg- 
ewd ..them to secrecy, "or else"? 
Not at all. No longer Is gold 
Humpty Dumpty, sitting on its 
pedestial In solitary glory. Man- 
agement sits beside it. That is to 
say, the nation's money Is regulat- 
ed, not by the amount of gold, but 
by the needs of the people as det- 
ermined by the monetary author- 
ities in Washington. 

Mark Twain would have chuckl- 
ed to read of the bankers' visit to 
tort Knox. His story was an eco- 
nomic parable showing that 
money is credit. If, as Tom Paine 
once said, credit is "suspicion 
asleep," then there is all the more 
reason to preserve confidence in 
it, now that its golden prop has 
been removed.

Along the battle fronts in and of the major wars being fought to- 
day, we learn that Great Britain has had another ship bombed in a 
SpaHish harbor. This makes more than sixty such Uistnces since the 
beginning of the practice. In that the last case came as negotiations 
were being conducted between the British Government, and the in- 
sergent leader, Genral Franco, looking to th disContinuence of the 
bombings, it may very easily bring those negotiations to an end, with 
prospects for further trouble for Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain's 
foreign policy. 



Generalissimo Chaing Kai-shek, is quoted as stating that it will 
not be long before "Manchuria and Korea will become battlefields." 
This is tiecause of the recent border trouble in Manchoukuo in which 
the Japanere claim that the Russians have occupied disputed terri- 
tor-y in that country. The GeneraUssimo's statement may be no more 
than the wish being father to the thought, but, if as he says, it will 
lead to war on that front then the world is in for a phase of the fw" 
eastern situation that may lead to grave consequencies. 



It seems to us that the awarding of the 1940 Olympic Games to 
Finland must in some way be a good omen of peace. Promoted in 
the interest of hrtemational goodwill these games have been consider- 
ed a splendid medium for the spread of fellowship^ and friendly rivalry 
among the competing nations, but as was planned, there would have 
been small chance for this in Japan. Now that peaceful Finland is 
to be host the whole atmosphere of the games changes, and unless 
we wrong in our deductions the change will be universally acclaimed 
by those who are interested and incidentally Finland will put up keen 
competition for all comers.

flurry of no real significance. 

In other words, what the coun- 
try lacks today is confidence. 
That "general feelmg" of uncer- 
tainty and worry is as strong as it 
ever as, and perhaps strx)nger. 
Millions of people feel much as if 
they were living above a volcarro 
that might erupt at. any moment. 
There is no stability. And to say 
that this sentiment is unjustified. 
as some of the politicians do, is 
claptrap. 

The tax problem has barely 
been touched. The; national debt, 
in spite of past promises to reduce 
it soars to new record after new 
record. More labor troubles are 
immment. The government, in- 
stead of encouraging productive 
private business, has continued 
vith its inimical policies, and it 
threatens to go further into busi- 
ness on its own hook, at the ex- 
pense of existing private invest- 
ments. The chaotic political sit- 
uation is a thorn in the side of in- 
.dustry and investment. 

No one expects such problems 
as these to be solved at once. Bui 
if an honest start were mafie to 
deal with them, there would be an 
amazing restoi'ation of confidence. 
If government actually cooperat- 
ed with business — if government 
put into effect a plan for gradual- 
ly reducing the debt— if govern- 
ment gave the investor assurance 
his savings would not be destroy- 
ed by government itself — we 
would be on the way to stability. 



FAULT 

One of the more recently ad- 
vanced theories for the reduction 
of fatal automobile accidents on 
the highways of the nation Is 
highway lighting, but we are of 
the firm opinion that the only 
real solution of the death dealing 
problem lies in the hands of the 
motorist. The consistent and wil- 
ful failure to observe ordinary 
courtesies, not to say laws, keeps 
the National toll in the neighbor- 
hood of 40,000. - 

The advocates of -the highway 
lighting systems contend that they 
prove their contention by citing 
the small number of accidents 
on brilliantly lighted streets of 
cities. This is no argument. The 
average rnotorlst on the brilliant- 
ly lighted city street is almost 
constantly under the surveillance 
of an officer— he's afraid to vio- 
late the laws that he would scoff 
at on the country road or high- 
way when he felt that no officer 
would be likely to apprehend him. 

No doubt the lighting system 
would be some help and it is said 
to be inexpensive. There are two 
of these systems offered. One, 
which is useful only for hard 
paved roads, is based upon m- 
bedding a reflecting material in 
the road surface so that Jthe head- 
lights pick out the roadway and 
show clearly \Yhether there are*"" 
any obstructions ahead. The other 
is an ingenious device placed on 
posts or telegraph poles along the 
roadside, which catches the beam 
of the headlight and projects it 
ahead, lighting up the road for 
half a mile or so. its advocates 
claim. Two or three of these to 
the mile are said to light the 
highway almost as well as day- 
Hght. 

Improved highways, better 
lighted roads non-glare head- 
lights, safety glass, more frequent 
police patrol, all will tend to a re- 
duction of the- ghastly death toll. ^^ 
Virginia's new Motor Vehicle 
Code, designed to protect motor- 
ists in this State, if they be local 
or tourist, would go f^r in its de- 
signed purpose of protection, but 
motorists will not observe the law. 
We have been traveling at the 
fifty-five mile rate only to be al- 
most swept from the road by a 
nrachine passing at a speed esti- 
mated by us to be in excess of 
seventy-five miles per hour. We 
drove ten miles on Friday night 
of last week testing compUance 
with the new compulsory head- 
light-dimming provision of the 
law. Meeting nearly one himdred 
motor driven vehicles we dimmed 
our lights as each approached; 
NOT ONE VEHICLE WE MET 

DIMMED ITS LIGHTS!

Nine out of ten drivers comrng 

out of side roads into the High- 
way don't even lessen their spejpd 
unless they see a \;ehicle on the 
Highway nearing the intersection. 
A limited mrmlier of State pa- 
trolling officers cannot hope to 
cope with such widespread viola- 
tions; they catch all they see, but 
they can't see all of the law 
breakers. 

It's not the fault of the police; 
it's not the fault of the safety de- 
vices on the vehicles: there's only 
one cause for the ever-mounting

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THE PRE-PRIMARY TOUR 

President Roosevelt has now 
been. out a week on his national 
pre-primary tour, a national 
stump campaign that qualifies as 
unusual even in an era of unor- 
thodox political techniques. While 
the nation is familiar with and 
expects candidates for national 
office o take the stump in their 
cwn behalf, the situation this 
summer, as a jiresident ejected 
two years ago urges the nomina- 
tion or re-nominatiori of favored 
candidates within party primaries, 
is just a little different. Only the 
c:dstence of party scl ism, per- 
haps, is responsiljle. President 
Roosevelt took his greatest chance 
ill Kentucky, where the incum- 
bent. Senator Barkley, will be op- 
posed by Governor A. B. 
I "Happy "• Chandler in the pri- 
mary. Since Senator Barkley is 
the floor leader, the party whip ol 
the upper chamber, the White 
House naturally has the keenest 
inteiest in his political success in 
his native State. However, the 
popularity of Governor Chandler 
made the outright endorsement of 
Senator Barkley a feat of political 
daring of the first order. The 
President ventur-ed greatly; only 
the primary results can tell 
whether he lost or gained greatly. 
In Ohio, where the President 
endorsed Senator Bulkley, it is 
felt that the favored contender 
has comparatively easy sledding 
for re-nomlnation. Correspond- 
ents from Oklahoma give Sena- 
tor Thomas, who has the Pres- 
ident's blessings in that State, an 
even chance in a three-cornered 
race. Senator McAdoo of Califor- 
nia is coH£^dod the victory -to his 
primary race, the President's 
letter of previous weeks havmg 
clarified the administration posi- 
tion unmistakably.

People who are forever digging 
up the past for no reason at all 
except to be unpleasant ought to 
have some especially dlsccmcerting 
mode of torture designed for their 
hereafter. But those few who give 
themselves to digging it up as Sir 
Leonard Woolley has done it 
sliould be crowned with laurel. 

The belief that men who spend 
much of their lives kneeling In 
the sand, letting the grains run 
through their fingers as they look 
for shattered remnants of old 
pottery, must inevitably write 
books as dry as Egypt will prob- 
ably persist for a long time. We 
can expect to have with us al- 
ways enough sufficiently dr>' 
archaeologists- as there are arid 
individuals in every profession — 
to sustain the belief. Yet there 
will always be, too, let us hope, 
a Blegan to keep an audience on 
the edge of its chairs as he talks 
pf the work at Troy, or a Wool- 
ley to write of excavating in Meso- 
potamia as though it were a real 
"romance." 

The contents of his "Dooks were 
originally given by Sir Leonard as 
a series of talks to ladio audiences 
in Great Britain. For that reason 
they are aimed at answering ques- 
tions of the sort whichinaturally 
arise in the minds of those of us 
who, while interested, have no 
knowledge of the aichaeoloctist's 
technique. Obvioufsly 'the past 
hat to be dug out. but how. in 
the first place, did it all get cov- 
eied up? How was it that all the 
towns and villages we hear of as 
being piled ut> dne on top the 
other caiViC to be so? And how 
does an archaeoloRist make a be- 
ginnihR? Often he will dig down 
|in some seemingly unpromising 
spot and make a real find. Is it 
foresie'^t or plain luck? Things 
of that sort a e 'vhrt Sir Leonard 
lakro up in his 7ir.?t cTiapter. If 
seems that archaeologists don't 
go just anywhere, close their 
eyes, toss a rock over their 
shoulder and then go to digging 
wherever the roc;: h nds. They are 
more .scientific than that, but they 
do have luck. 

The second chaptsr— from a 
brief glance at the table of con- 
tents—would seem to have very 
boring possibilities. "The start of 
an excavation— The staff of an 



expedition — The size of a gang — 
Division of labour" and so on, 
does not sound promising. Yet it 
is really amusing. And the graft 
that has to be paid, and the 
scheme worked out to discourage 
the stealing of "finds"— wel, it 
only proves that archaeologists 
are very clever people softer all. 

In his third chapter, "Work On 
a Town Site", Sir Leonard tells 
not only of his own excavating but 
of that of Sir Arthur Evans about 
whom every one who has been to 
high school must certainly have 
heard. The painstaMnf labor of 
1 ec6nstructlng a house or temple 
of years ago, while written of 
modestly enough, must appeal 
anybody whose patience often 
wears thin over very little mat- 
ters. 

Grave digging — as a phase of 
archaeology-— is also an art. But 
there is more to the pages on this 
subject than merely information 
en how to go about finding a 
niutnftiy. T^ easterns Of early 
peoples are discussed and what 
their beliefs were which led them 
to practice their various burial 
rites. 

And just as Sir Leonard dis- 
cusses in his introductory chap- 
ter what moves and guides an ex- 
cavating, or field archaeologist in 
all his work, so at the end he tells 
what, besides putting them in 
museums, is done with the finds. 

This is not a new book, but it is 
just as fresh as when it first 
came from the press. And it is 
a great deal cheaper now in its 
role as a Pelican book than it was 
then. 

If your local library is unable to 
lend you this book the Extension 
Division, University, Virginia, will 
bo glad to do so.

at age 65 based on the worker's 
nast wages from employment cov- 
ered by the system; or upoi? the 
death of the worker benefits are 
paid to his family or estate. Old- 
age assistance is a program under 
which the States, with the help of 
Federal funds, make cash pay- 
mAts to needy persons already 65 
or over,

tem? 

A. Its major purpose is to pro- 
vide an a.ssured retirement income 
to workers in employments covered 
by the system when they reach the 
age of 65.

Sewing Tenns Enter Kitchen 

"Sewing up" the co<*ing situa- 
tion may sometimes involve bast- 
ing, and embroidery, and piping 
—but never, never any hemming 
<or hawing, we hope)! These sew- 
ing terms may mislead the begin- 
ner- biide but they're honest 
cookery instructions too! 

Basting, in a cookery sense, 
means to pour or drip some suc- 
culent or savory liquid over the 
viand yu are cooking, and in- 
volves no thiead whatever! Em- 
broidery in the kitchen refers to 
those fancy little touches we give 
our meals — from the nutmeat a- 
top the cookie to the puff of 
whipped cream on that glass of 
iced coffee. Piping, to the cook, 
means the things you shoot with 
a pastry gun! So— be a seam- 
stress in the kitchen, to your own 
success! 

Basting is a good thing to know 

bout. The liquid used in this way 
impregnates the food being cook- 
ed and gives it a line full flavor, 
hard to achieve in any other way. 
You have basted your bird and 
teasts; have you tried basting 
your fruits and puddings? Then 
do — and don't pass up the em- 
broidery either! 

"SEWING UP" RECIPES 
Rosy Bananas 

1 cup cranberry sauce or jelly

Di-ssolve gelatin in hot watei. 
Add grapefruit juice (drained 
from segments) Vinegar, salt, and 
grated cucumber.

HEALTH NOTES 

"At this season of the year over- 
affection for the sun becomes 
more or less general among vaca- 
tionl.sts. While the benefits of sim- 
light directly applied to the body 
are well recognized, the average 
person either thoughtlessly or 
ignorantly fails to realize that the 
sun's rays caihnot be employed on 
a wholesale basis without running 
the risk qH physical hawn", states 
Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner. 

"Hojj'ever, it is emphasized that 
exposure to the sun, viewed from 
any or all of its advantages to the 
individual seeking it, must be 
tempeied with judgment and com- 
monsense. In a large number of 
% . 



instances Judgmmt and coimBOB- 
sense are forgotten in the oithud- 
asm for sea, lake <a riv«' hathtegi 
or for the otho" sun-expo eur e di- 
versions, popular with the holMor 
excursionist. 

"Each year, durtaig the vacadon 
period a number ci persnu mSfee 
from acute sunburn and become IB 
as a price f<H' their foUy. Cmmttan 
others in varjring dgerera are vic- 
tims of the sun's action and ac- 
quire blisters and bums ^rtilch 
neither add to their appearance, 
to their peace of mind, nor to their 
ph3rsical comfort. 

"There are a ccmparatlvely few 
persons who never tan, no matte 
how carefully guarded their ez- 
K55ure to the sun may be. Ck>nse- 
quently, they must be extremely 
careful to avtrid burning painful- 
ly. On the other hand, the ma- 
jority of persMis can acquire a 
healthy tan. provided they go 
aix>ut it cautiously. 

"To the average individual, ten 
to fifteen minutes exposure tho 
first day for arms, legs and back, 
should be the limit; and this, no 
matter how much fun is associat- 
ed with the exposure. Provided no 
ill effects result, the exposure may 
be lengthened gradually until 
thorough pigmentation (tanning) 
occurs, when the time linUt, so fi 
as sunburn is concerned, may be 
removed. 

"In short, to be the victim of 
painful sunburn is an automatic 
confession of thoughtlessness. 
The penalty for such indiscretion, 
as indicated, can be severe, and in- 
variably is painful. Less wholesale 
sun-dosage will mean more health 
and pleasure on the vacation."

He is past pres- 
ident of the World's Poultry Sci- 
ence Association and general di- 
rector of the Third World's poul- 
try Congress held at Ottawa, Can- 
ada in 1927. 

The Canadian Government has 
lent Mr. Elford to the United 
States td help with the publicity 
and the general management of 
I fiw'S^enth'Wdirldls Sultry Con- 
gress and Exposition to be held in 
Cleveland. Ohio, July 28 to Aug- 
ust 7, 1938. In addition to Mr. 
Elford's talk at the night meeting, 
he will meet with the State Com- 
mittee and others interested in 
the Congress Thursday morning. 
He will address the poultry sec- 
tion Thursday afternoon. 

Seventy Nations Attend 

Many people, on first thought, 
will say that they are not inter- 
ested in the World's Poultry Con- 
gress because they do not like 
poultry shows anyway. However, 
this is not a mere poultry show. 
It is that, but it is also a gather- 
ing of delegates from many na- 
tions throughout the world. It will 
be a surprise to some, especially 
those who have not followed the 
history of the Congresses, to know 
that they have been instrument- 
al in bringing together more 
countries of the world than any 
other organization. The largest 
one to date was the one held in 
1930 in the Crystal Palace in Lon- 
don, England, where 64 countries 
were rejn-esented. As a comparis- 
on, it is of interest to know that 
the League of Nations at its best 
had 52 countries. It is expected 
that the 7th World's Poultry Con- 
gress will have from 65 to 70] 
countries represented. The largest I 
attendance in teh past was at the ; 
one held in Barcelpiia, Spain, in 
1924 when 175,000 people were 
present. j

THE man who says "nothing ever 
happens on a farm" certainly 
isn't talking about pictures. On al- 
most any farm, if you keep your 
eyes open, you will find enough 
snapshot material to keep the cam- 
era busy from early morning fo late 
at night— and still not exhaust the 
supply. 

Fanr. animals offer scores of pic- 
ture chfcnces^woolly lambs In the 
sun, a Jten fussing over her brood 
of chiCTs, eows being driven in for 
inllking, pigs at the trough (or their 
owner summoning them with a lusty 
about), horses drinking, ducks wad- 
dling In a line about the yard or 
taking aa afternoon "cruise" in the 
pond. 

Work scenes in the field make 
excellent pictures, and fresh-plowed 
land with long deep furrows is good 
for pattern snapshots. The orchard 
in bloom Is a scene of beauty, and all 



around the house and barn lot there 
are details which make pictures. 

Get a snap of Grandfather whit- 
tling, mending a single-tree, or 
busy at a whirling grindstone. Pic- 
ture shady fence corners, old-time 
zigzag fences of laid rails, the bat- 
tered wooden bucket at the well and 
the worn saw-horse or chopping 
block In the woodlot. Look for snaps 
down by the shady sprlngAouse 
and brook. And watch the special 
seasons — such as hog-killing time 
later on — when there is some on- 
Dsnal activity to picture. 

Yes, there, are plenty ol farm 
snapshots — everything from a calf 
being fed from a bottle to corn-husk- 
Ing shots at harvest time and foot- 
prints in the snow In winter. You, 
can point your camera in almost any 
direction, and find something. Try 
it, every chance you get, and watch 
your picture albums grow!

The new 
locations of the lights in question 
are placed at the intersection of 
Twenty-Second Street and Arc- 
tic Avenue, and at Twenty-Four 
and a Half Street and Arctic Ave- 
nue. 

Action was taken granting a 
permit to Rudolph Cooke and 
Van Leeuen, to build a gasoline 
filling station at the intersection 
of Seventeen Street and Baltic 
Avenue. The Virginia Beach Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals had previ- 
ously recommended that the. per- 
mit be granted. 



Following the War, Virginia was 
the first Southern state re-ad- 
mitted to the tJnton in 1M9. 

On the 26th of January, 1870, 
John H. Piatt, a Republican, was 
elected from the Second District 
and served In the foity-first, 
forty-secuid and forty-third Con. 
gresses. His term expired March 
4, 1875. He was succeeded by John 
Ooode, Jr., on March 4, 1875 to 
serve in the forty-fourth, forty- 
fifth and forty-sixth Congresses. 
His service was ended March 4, 
1881. 

John Ooode, Jr., was succeeded 
by John Desendorf on March 4, 
1881 who served during the forty, 
seventh Congress. His service ex. 
pired March 4, 1883. Desendorf 
was succeeded by Harry Libby, 
March 4, 1883, and served in two 
Congresses — the forty-eighth and 
forty-ninth. Libby was succeeded 
by George E. Bowden on the 4th 
of March, 1887 and he served dur- 
ing the forty-ninth and fiftieth 
Congresses. His service expired in 
1891, -SI 

John W. Lawson succeeded 
George Bowden on the 4th of 
March, 1891 and served one term, 
to March 4, 1893. Lawson was suc- 
ceeded by D. Gardner Tyler, who 
served in the fifty-second and 
fifty-third Congresses, his service 
expiring in 1897. He was succeed- 
ed by W. A. Young, March 4, 
189.1. 

Young's seat, however, was con- 
tested by Richard A. Wise, who 
was seated by a Republican Con- 
gress. Young was again elected 
fiom the Second District in 1898 
and his seat was again contested 
by Richard A. Wise, an dhe was 
again unseated by a Republican 
Congress. 

R. A. Wise died December 21, 
1900, 'and Harry Maynard of 
Portsmouth was elected to Con- 
gress. Maynard sdrved for ten 
yeais, from 1900 to 1911. He was 
defeated by Colonel E. E. Holland, 
who likewise served for ten years, 
until March 4, 1921. 

Holland was succeeded by J. T. 
Deal on the 4th of March, 1921. 
Mr. Deal served until the 4th of 
March, 1929 and was succeeded 
by Menalcus Lankford, who serv- 
ed for four years. Lankford was 
succeeded by Colgate W. Darden, 
Jr., who also served for four years 
and was defeated in 1936 by Nor- 
man R. Hamilton. 

Colgate W. Darden, Jr., is 
again an aspirant for Congress 
and is contesting the seat now 
held by Norman R. Hamilton. The 
probabilities are that Mr. Darden 
will be elected.

Attorney Arthur Jett, anTcaring 
in behalf of Otto Stroud, Dcmnie 
Clark, W, C, Barr, G. G. Home. 
K. M. Dennis and Hugh Meredith 
contended that ordinance was dis- 
criminatory in character. However 
he did not immediately note an 
appeal, but was given until Thurs- 
day of this week to do so. In the 
meantime, it is understood that 
further legal advice is being sought 
as to the wisdom of making the 
fight on the issue in higher court 
circles. 

Town Attorney Willard R. Ash. 
bum appeared for the prosecution 
in Tuesday night's hearing, and 
cited authority to support the 
legality of the local ordinance, 
and the decision was handed down 
by Justice Gresham following his 
argument that the Town Council 
had full authority to pass such 
an ordinance. 

Tuesday's proceedings were in 
the nature of a test case in the 
matter and is likely to be follow- 
ed by many additional summons 
to appear before the Justice. 

At this writing, it is still un- 
known whether the matter will be 
taken to a higher court, otherwise 
there will be a rush to be finger- 
pi inted or else to "tell it to the 
Judge." 

Since May 1. about 2.000 work- 
ers have paid $1.30 each to have 
fingerprints taken and registra 
ticns made under the terms of 
the measure as pased by the Town 
Cfv^incil.

DEAR EDITOR:— In the hope 
that a generous puUlc may read 
and understand our reason for 
falling to comply with the ordi- 
nance for which we were sum- 
monsed to police court on Tues- 
day evening, I herewith submit 

same, 

"An ordinance of the Town of 
Virginia Beach, Virginia, provid- 
ing for the registartion, photo- 
graphing and fingerprinting of all 
employees employed in said town 
at any night club, any place 
handling liquor, beer or wine in 
any foim, places of amusement, 
hotels, roomlrw-UouaJes, apartment 
houses, delivery services, restaur- 
ants, bath-clubs, bathhouses, sol- 
arlums; and all caddies, news- 
paper delivery boys over the age 
of seventeen, special police of- 
ficers, domestic servants taxi-cab 
driver, vending machine opera- 
tors, and charter boat operators; 
providing for the ij^uance of id- 
entification cards to said persons; 
establishing a fee of $1.30 for 
each such idenitfication card or 
renewal thereof, and providing 
penalties for the violation there- 
of. 

Any one failing to comply by 
July 15th will be summoned to 
court." 

This ordinance must not be 
confused with the Health Ordi- 
nance. They are two separate 
and distinct ordinances. The 
Health Ordinance requiring a 
health certificate for all domestic 
servants and persons handling 
food and. designed for the benefit 
tod protection of everyone we rec^- 
ognize as good, and have complied 
with the same. 

The purpose of the ordinance 
in question may in part be good. 
Fingerprinting for the purpose of 
identification has its merits. 
Fingerprinting for the purpose of 
.detecting criminals, robbeis, etc., 
ir likewise good. If citizens of a 
community are required to be 
finger printed for the purpose of 
obtaining revenue then it is wrong. 
An ordinance requiring part of 
the citizens of a community to 
be pliotographed and finger print- 
ed for police records, and which 
does not apply to all citizens is 
an unjust discrimination and is 
direct violation of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

Why, we &sk you should em- 
ployes of a drug store or a soda 
fountain be regarded as potential 
thieves or criminals any more 
than employes of laundries, ten 
cent stores, dry good stores, 
hardware stores, boot blacks, mlUs 
men or anyone of the other occu- 
pation which I might mention that 
are not included in this ordinance. 
It is our contention that such dis- 
crimination, or class legislation 
should not be allowed to exist. 

It is because of this discrimina- 
tion that we failed to comply with 
the ordinance and we feel that 
we have been treated unjustly. 
Some of us were born at VUglnla 
Beach and most of us have lived 
here from early childhood. We 
ask you you as citizens "are we 
within our rights?"

Are you among the twelve mlK 
liaa Americans who are definitely 
"contest-conscious" tod go into as 
many as they unwittingly thhik 
they have time and Ideas fort Are 
you, perhaps, among the twenty- 
five million who enter at least two 
contests every year? If so, d(Hi't 
complain to Mr. Bender about 
having to yield the Government a 
larger portion of your income, or 
shriek in mortal agony when your 
property tax goes up. He is rather 
caustic about people who grumble 
over the rising cost of anythnig 
from milk to fovefnfttent and JKl 
buy packages or tubes of things 
they do not want in order to quali- 
fy for competitions in which they 
wiU spend untold hours writing 
adds, perhaps, for companies 
whose own advertising men are 
really quite good at that sort of 
thing. And don't^of course you 
won't by now— think t^at this 
"Stoiy of Sweepstakes, Lotteries 
and Contests" will help you to In- 
crease your winnings. It only tells 
why you— and the millions of 
others — have not won those con- 
tests you thought you couldn't 
lose, and why you l^ar^^ave no 
better luck next time. 

Ten years ago Big Business used 
to turn up its nose at prize con- 
ests on the grand scale. It thought 
them cheap, or tasteless, and 
looked askance at those who spon- 
sored such things in much the 
same manner that we are inclin- 
ed to look at confirmed gamblers. 
But the post-depression, or should 
one just say the depression-years 
altered all that very quickly. Sales 
bad fallen off and the public was 
hardly in a mood for buying any- 
thing except under presure. So, 
overnight, Big Busniess changed 
its point of view, for, in Mr. Bend- 
er's own words: "As a shot in the 
arm for lagging sales, the contest 
idea can be phenomenally success- 
ful. Its success lies in its sure-fire 
appeal to the something-for-noth- 
ing spiiit so deeply rooted in the 
American mind. The sponsor gets 
an Immediate buying response 
from the public. He doesn't have 
to wait until the. people are con- 
vinced that his product is worth- 
while." 

Yes, you may say, but what is 
spending several dollars on neces- 
sary packages or tubes of some- 
thing or other one doesn't want 
compared with winning ten thou- 
sand dollars one does? Let me 
warn you not to ask Mr. Bender 
naive questions like that. He has 
replies for all the queries you can 
think of, aiHl the apswer to this 
one is that you do not stand a 
chance. That is not Isecause most 
contests are conducted dishonest- 
ly. As a matter of fact, with Fed- 
era land other supervision as close 
as it is, no more one in a hundred 
is questionable. But— nine to 
nineteen per cent of all entries in 
such competitions are thromjout 
because of things you woula 
be guilty of, to be sure: demands, 
threats, offers to split with the 
judges: eighty to ninety per cent 
mofie are eliminated because o^ 
tHtffr'^infr&ctiMi of some sfikple 
rule. And if you are lucky enough 
to be among the one or two per 
cen whose entries go liefore the 



final judges, what chance have 
you against the fifty thousand 
people in this country who are 
ixrof^slonal or quasi-iMrofessional 
ooMestMTB? 

Contests, sweepstake, lotteries 
are all (rf a kind as far as Mr. 
Bender is concerned. He Ukes n<me 
of them, not even the lottery, 
which has a long history and used 
to be respectable. The British 
Mumum, you know, was built with 
the proceeds from one. Harvard 
College employed the same device 
for a time, we are told. And there 
is a church not many miles from 
me now the funds for which were 
partially n^sed in a similar fash, 
ion. Yet our author is unmoved. 
What was once good enough for 
the British Government, for Har- 
vard and the Continental Congress 
is not necessarily good enough for 
us now, he thinks. And he is afraid 
'that we must fxpect a flood of 
lottery propaganda from now on. 
"The public and its legislators in 
all parts of the country will soon 
be called upon to decide whether 
or not they want legalized govern- 
ment lotteries." What the out- 
come is likely to be may be gaug- 
ed from a magazine poll taken 
two years ago. That poll showed 
our Southwest to be the only sec- 
tion in whiph the majority was 
definitely opposed to the idea, per- 
haps because a number of persdns 
in that part of the country still 
remember the Louisiana Lottery.

This land, adjoining the Jack- 
son Trail on the Chancellorville 
battlefield, once a part of the 
Catharine Furnace tract, contains 
the birthsite, where remains of the 
house are still extant, of Matthew 
Fontaine Maury. 

Maury, bom there in 1806, be- 
came one of the greatest scientists 
of his ag(e. Popularly known as 
"the Pathfinder of the' Seas", his 
work in oceanography, charting 
the winds and the tides, resulted 
in the cutting down of sailing 
time to an extent that saved ship 
owners millions of dolars a year. 
In 1855, he published the Physical 
Geography of the Sea, the first 
textbook on modem oceanography. 
Among his many other achieve- 
ments jvas the research work that 
helped make possible the laying 
of the Atlantic cable. 

Upon the secession of his na- 
tive state, Virginia, from the Fed- 
eral Union in 1861, Maury resign- 
ed his commission in the United 
States Navy and went to Rich- 
mond. He was commissioned a 
commander in the Confederate

Check Of Lights 
Aid To Safety 

f 

In planning a new home or the 
modernizing of an existing house 
the owner should make a careful 
check of the light and power 
eciuipmtnt. Such a check is doubly 
recommended in. old dwellings, 
where the installations may have 
become worn or damaged as well 
as outmoded. Such a check should 
be done with the aid of a com- 
l)etent electrician. 

One of the most Important 
things to e:<amine is the wiring 
system, whicli, if neglected, may 
con.stitute a dangerous fire haz- 
aid. If rewiring is necessary, 
either non-metallic sheathed cable, 
armored cable, rigid metal pipe, 
or knob and tube may fce used, 

A variety of types of switches 
may be employed. Standard tog- 
gle switches can be used for ordi- 
nary locations. Mercury switches 
can be used but ar^ generally em- 
ployed only where silent action is 
required Special safety switches 
may be had for distribution panels 
as well as a safety master switch. 
All switches that are in exposed 
locations should be waterproofed. 

In the matter of circuits there 
should be separate ones for con- 
venience outlets for lights and for 
power devices.
